BERKELEY (AP) — Riot- 


equipped police and sheriff's 
deputies went to evict four rent 
striking families Wednesday, 
but when they arrived the 
building was on fire — and 
vacant.

$3,000 damage to a unit vacated 
the day before.

ALBANY, Calif. (AP) — 


Rosemarie Grayley sniffered 
her freshly baked custard, held 
up a slightly red finger and said: 
"Only one burn — not bad!" 


Dorothy Daniels bent over an 


electric oven, counted four blobs 
of glue on the temperature dial 
and exclaimed: "I've got it — 
350 degrees." 


Linda Havens batted her right 


hand hesitantly in the air until 
she touched the edge of her 
casserole dish. "There it is!" 
she declared. 


These three young women 


were cooking lunch — a task 
performed daily by millions of 
women. But for them there was 
a difference: each is blind. 


Since 1954, the Orientation 


Center for the Blind, a state-run 
school, has been teaching blind 
and partially sighted men and 
women to cook by touch — some 
with gourmet results. 


Instructor Jane Teeter says 


there are many difficulties, such 
as learning to handle hot pots 
and pans, finding the right 
ingredients and measuring them 
properly and knowing when a 
dish is finished. 


Some sugar cookies have 


turned out a little salty and some 
hamburgers have been a little 
too well done, Mrs. Teeter said 
in an interview, but anyone who 
takes the course for four to six 
months can learn to cook. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Jess Unruh, who failed to win 
State AFL-CIO support for re- 
election to the Assembly in the 
last election, was unanimously 
endorsed for governor here 
Wednesday 
by that labor 


group's 
Council on Political 


Education. 


About 550 union officers from 


throughout the state, meeting in 
Civic Auditorium, pledged 
support to Unruh and 109 other 
Democratic candidates in the 
June primary.

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Don'f Let These Men Die In Vain 


California Highway Patrol C. C. Gillespie, stationed at Red 


Bluff, has written a eulogy in verse to the four patrolmen killed by 
two desperate gunmen near Saugus in Southern California. In it he 
pleads "Don't let these men die in vain." 


There is meaning in that plea. Such tragic deaths as those of 


the four young highway patrolmen can be expected to continue as 
long as our society is in its present turmoil. Unless we can institute 
a wide realization that disregard in one place of the rules by which 
society operates is sure to result in disregard for them in other 
places, we will have a climate in which crime will flourish. We need 
allegiance to the basic rules. 


It's called law and order by some — and with that designation 


engenders violent opposition in some quarters. There is reason for 
it. But there need not be. Law and order does not have to stand for 
oppression of the unfortunate. It ought to stand for the opposite. 
That is the kind of law and order we need. And we do need it. 


"Accept responsibility," Patrolman Gillespie wrote. That is 


something we must do. We must make the effort to learn what is 
occurring around us, to make use of the democratic means at our 
disposal to correct things that are wrong and to make good things 
better. 


Two things we as a community, and we as a nation, must do. 


We must correct inequities. And then we must set fair rules and see 
that they are followed.

Gene Owen, chairman in charge of the Los Molinos 
celebration, had announced previously that all events there would 
end in time to permit participants to attend the band concert and 
fireworks in Red Bluff, or the fireworks at Woodson Bridge near 
Corning. 


Such inter-community cooperation is certainly a good thing, 


and no doubt can be carried further in the future than it has in the 
past. Even for diverse events, such as the Red Bluff Kids Parade 
and the Tehama County Cattlemen's Field Day, there is some 
overlapping of interest. No doubt there were some persons who 
would have been interested in the morning talks at the field day 
who missed them by attending the parade. And there may have 
been some ranchers who attended the field day talks who would 
have liked to have seen the parade. 


On the other hand, some activities at the same time, or nearly 


the same time do complement each other. And some types of 
recreation are not better because they are bigger. It ought to be 
possible to have Fourth-of-July fun in both Red Bluff and Los 
Molinos. But some coordination will help.

WASHINGTON — The smell 


of Dixon-Yates, an electric 
power scandal that tainted the 
Eisenhower administration, has 
now crept into the backrooms of 
the Nixon administration. 


President 
Nixon's 
rural 


electrification czar, David 
Hamil, has brought pressure 
upon an Indiana electric co-op to 
turn over much of its spanking 
new $75 million plant, built with 
the taxpayers' money, to the 
private utilities. 


For a year, the plant has been 


ready to whirr, but its giant 
generators have been largely 
silenced by legal strategems. 
The delay has cost the taxpayers 
$10,000 a day. 


Conceived in controversy, the 


Rural 
Electrification 
Ad- 


ministration 
has 
brought 


electricity to most of rural 
America. In these areas, the 
REA is as sacred as baptism 
and, 
in the opinion of many, 


more essential to salvation. 


As the co-ops have moved into 


towns that are served by private 
power, however, each new 
kilowat of public power has been 
bitterly contested by the private 
utilities. 


Hamil ran the REA for 


President Eisenhower in the 
1950s, now is back in control 
under Nixon. The efficient 
Hamil is a hero to the utilities 
who look upon him as a cham- 
pion of free enterprise, rescuing 
the nation from the morass of 
New Deal socialism. 


FOX GUARDS COOP 


But to the farmers, whose 


homes and farms would have 
remained unlit except for the 
REA co-ops, his reappointment 
is akin to putting the fox in 
charge of the chicken coop. 


He blocked the co-ops from 


getting REA loans during the 
Eisenhower years. When the 
White House changed hands, the 
loans were untied. But it took 
until 1965 before the money was 
actually funded to build the $75 
million Indiana plant. 


By this time, the private 


utilities had lined up powerful 
backing to take the plant away 
from the co-op. One ally was the 
Indiana Public Service Com- 
mission, which is supposed to 
protect the consumers. But it 
lined up, instead, with the in- 
dustry against the co-op. 


One of the three com- 


missioners, G. Patrick Clancy, 
retired this month. He was 
immediately offered a posh job 
with 
the 
Indiana 
Gas 


Association, run by some of the 
same companies he has just 
finished "regulating." Among 
them is a giant electric-gas 
combine, which is fighting the 
co-op. 


Clancy, asked by this column 


whether he will accept the offer 
to change sides from the 
regulators to the regulated, said 
mildly: "I'm a private citizen 
now. I don't think it's anybody's 
business." 


An Indiana court was also so 


eager to appease private power 
that it ordered Mayor Robert J. 
Millis of Boonville, Ind., to shut 
up about the benefits of public 
power under pain of contempt 
and jail. 


JUDICIAL CONFLICT? 
And in 1968, David Lewis, then 


chief justice of the Indiana 
Supreme 
Court, 
cast 
the 


deciding vote against the co-op. 
The majority opinion, written by 
Lewis, was that the co-op had no 
authority to operate its fine new 
plant. 


Lewis' son, Frank, happens to 


be a lawyer for Public Service 
Co., one of the firms most af- 
fected by the judge's decision. 
Judge Lewis, now in private 
practice, said he saw no reason 
to disqualify himself because his 
son wasn't taking part in the 
actual litigation. 


Only in the federal appellate 


courts has tne co-op won any 
victories, most recently in the 
Supreme Court which ruled at 
least that REA could operate the 
controversial plant using the co- 
op as its agent. 


Last November, the private 


utilities came up with a proposal 
that the co-op should "retire, 
salvage and liquidate" certain 
facilities. This was echoed by. 
the Indiana Commission which 
instructed the co-op in February 
to make sure the same facilities 
"shall be retired and salvaged." 


ANTI-PUBLIC ALLIANCE 


On March 30, Hamil joined the 


alliance against the co-op. He 
fired a telegram to the co-op 
declaring: "We recommend the 
modified company proposal now 
available and that (the co-op) 
immediately 
negotiate 
the 


leasing to the company of 
facilities." 


If this is enforced, the private 


companies will take over much 
of the co-op's transmission lines 
and several other facilities, thus 
making a profit on the tax- 
payers' 
investment. 
The 


alternative, under Hamil, is to 
let the REA operate the plant for 
40 months, then resell it — 
doubtlessly to the power com- 
panies. 


The $75 million sellout may 


not be as big as the billion- 
dollar, Dixon-Yates boondoggle. 
But the odor is the same. 


Note: The tough-skinned 


Hamil told this column that he 
knows the issue is a hot one but 
that, in his judgment, he is doing 
the right thing to push the co-op 
to compromise. Speaking for the 
power 
companies, 
Walter 


Matthews, president of Public 
Service Co., said in the long run 
the co-op electricity will cost 
more than private electricity. 
Along with the private power 
advocates, he denied that the 
utilities have the Public Service 
Commission in their pockets. 


"Ours was just a more 


realistic proposal," explained 
Matthews, in telling why the 
Commission 
adopted 
the 


company plan as its own. 
Meanwhile, the taxpayers' loss 
continues to mount.

Help For Endangered

A year or so back I joined the 


Board of Directors of Amnesty 
International, 
on 
the 


understanding that I would 
remain free to exercise my own 
judgment concerning any of the 
organization's particular ac- 
tivities. 
All of this sounds 


defensive, 
and 
shouldn't, 


because by and large Amnesty 
is concerned with the kind of 
thing decent people ought to be 
concerned about, mainly the 
imperative to help others who 
are in trouble. In Amnesty's 
case, political trouble. 


What are the rights of a nation 


to protect itself against certain 
kinds of political dissent? 
Ideally, the dissenter should be 
protected, even as he is in the 
United States. However, even in 
the 
United 
States, 
a 


qualification 
is 
generally 


recognized, the qualification of 
clear and present danger. That 
(in my judgment) is as it should 
be. 


At the other end is the Soviet 


Union. There, political freedom 
exists only in the Newspeak in 
which 
the 
Soviet 
Union 


regularly trades. 
It did not 


surprise anybody that back in 
the late 40's, Stalin's Russia 
should have co-sponsored the 
United Nations" Declaration on 
Human Rights, which is as if 
Ralph 
Ginzburg had co- 


sponsored 
the 
Legion 
of 


Decency. 
One cannot lecture 


Russia on what she should do. 
One can only put pressure on 
Russia to do what she should do, 
and that — to its eternal credit 
— Amnesty is trying to do. 


In Russia a poor Ukrainian 


lawyer, 
a 
citizen 
of 


Czechoslovakia, has been im- 
prisoned since 1947. His crime? 
None — because he has yet to be 
tried. He was caught up during 
one of those Stalinist seizures, 
for having defended someone 
somebody didn't like 
for 


whatever reason. He was found 
guiltless of any known crime by 
a Polish court, which however 
then surrendered him to the 
Soviet Union, which sent him off 
to a concentration camp where 
he now — miraculously — still 
lives. His name is Volodmyr 
Horbovy. Remember him in 
your prayers. If he is freed, it 
will be by the will of God. Still, it 
is Amnesty which has got work 
through to Horbovy that his 
name is not dead among those 
few who care. 


The second object of Am- 


nesty's current attention poses 
more difficult, and more in- 
teresting, problems. More in- 
teresting because there is • 
ground 
of 
communication 


between Amnesty, and the 
government of Portugal, which 


continues to imprison a 70-year- 
old gentleman named Telo de 
Mascerenhas. 


The 
dissent 
of 
Mr. 


Mascerenhas is rather more 
complicated than that of the 
Czech. Mr. M. was a Goan — a 
lawyer, writer, and agitator. 
Goa is perhaps forgotten as the 
tiny Portuguese enclave in 
western India which was gob- 
bled up by Nehru between 
speeches against aggression. 
Mr. M. was delighted, inasmuch 
as for years he had been 
declaiming against Portuguese 
colonialism etc, etc. 


But all of that happened in 


1961. 
And the technical case 


against Mr. M. was always very 
very bad. It seems to me that 
nothing is clearer than that 
Goa's attachment of Portugal 
was in clear and present danger. 
Even so, the actual behavior of 
the Portuguese appears to be 
utterly reprehensible. To begin 
with, the Portuguese 
offered 


amnesty to anyone who returned 
to Goa. Mascerenhas took ad- 
vantage of the offer — but even 
so, the Portuguese whisked him 
off to Lisbon and in due course 
sentenced him to jail for 24 
years. According to Amnesty, 
he was not convicted of any 
crimes of violence, merely of 
having advocated the detach- 
ment of Goa from Portugal. 


At this point, one regrets the 


ideologization of Amnesty's 
brief, which states, "All efforts 
must be made to secure the 
release of this well known 
writer, 
profound 
political 


thinker and a great patriot." 
Now I do not know whether M. is 
a profound political thinker, and 
what is more, I do not care. I 
will not believe that he is a great 
patriot until I am shown the 
evidence that Goa wanted to be 
incorporated by India, which 
evidence I have never seen, 
even as I have never seen 
evidence that Gibraltar desires 
to be incorporated into Spain. 


I believe in punishment for 


political crimes, under certain 
circumstances. 
But I believe 


(who doesn't) in mercy. And 
that ought to be the principal 
point. Portugal's keeping of this 
70-year-old physical wreck in 
Jail, ten years after the fate of 
Gao was irrevocably settled, is 
simply uncouth. 
Monstrous, 


even. And I join Amnesty in 
respectfully urging the Por- 
tuguese 
government 
— 


respectfully because I for one 
profoundly 
believe 
that 


whatever the Portuguese in- 
ternal political arrangement, 
men like Salazar and Caetano 
are essentially decent mem — to 
admit the legal error, if they «re 
so minded; but if not, to grant 
clemency — quickly, and 
quietly.

Dear Mr. W.: Not a day 


passes without a letter that 
includes the inability to dis- 
cuss some problem with one's 
doctor. It is inconceivable to 
me that patients do not truly 
appreciate the mature and 
vital bond that exists between 
them and their doctors. In 
your case, do you really be- 
lieve that a discussion of your 
problem carries with it any 
sense of shame? It does not. 


Your doctor has undoubted- 


ly, within a lifetime of prac- 
tice, answered your question 
many times to others who 
were free enough to ask it. 
People deprive themselves of 
the advantages of their doc- 
tor's understanding by such an 
unrealistic attitude. 


I have repeatedly stated in 


these columns that the infor- 
mation they contain is not my 
private property, 
but that 


which is common knowledge 
to doctors everywhere. 
No 


newspaper or magazine article 
can possibly replace the value 
of your own doctor. 


As a writer, my aim is to 


reinforce the relationship be- 
tween you and your doctor 
rather than to separate you. 
If this concept is understood 
by my readers, then it will be 
more valuable than the actual 
answer about the sterilization 
of the male. 


Your decision to consider 


sterilization is, of course, an 
individual one sad must be the 
result of combined thinking by 
you and your wife. When you 


say you "believe you have done 
your share" you most cer- 
tainly have, and it is under- 
standable that some way to 
limit further growth of your 
family is being considered. 


An operation, Vasectomy, is 


one by which a tiny tube that 
carries the male sperm is 
either cut, tied or closed. This 
tube, the vas deferens, is al- 
tered by a simple operation 
usually performed under local 
anesthesia. Shortly after the 
operation, sperm no longer can 
flow through the tube, and 
pregnancy is thereby avoided. 
The operation is successful in 
almost all cases when it is 
well performed with one of the 
many modern techniques. 


You wisely ask if there are 


any psychological effects fol- 
lowing this simple but perma- 
nent operation. I say perma- 
nent, even though there are 
occasional reports that the 
tube can be reopened by an- 
other operation. A series of 
new surgical techniques are 
being tried to make this a re- 
versible operation. Temporary 
clips are being tried, because 
too often people regret that 
they have permanently become 
infertile. 


Occasionally, some people 


with a delicate psychological 
balance may become severely 
depressed by a decision that 
cannot be changed. It is for 
this reason that I suggest in- 
tensive 
discussion 
between 


your doctor before irreversible 
surgery is entertained. Psy- 
chological guidance and ad- 
vice may be of extreme value 
so that you will not punish 
yourself in the future for an 
impulsive decision.

“Accept responsibility,” Patrolm an Gillespie wrote That is 
something we must do. We must make the effort to learn what is 
occurring around us. to make use of the democratic means at our 
disposal to correct things that are wrong and to make good things 
better. 


Two things we as a community, and we as a nation, must do. 
We must correct inequities. And then we must set fair rules and see 
that they are followed.

Smell Of Dixon-Yates 
ann la n d e rs

WASHINGTON - The smell 
of Dixon-Yates, an electric 
power scandal that tainted the 
Eisenhower administration, has 
now crept into the backrooms of 
the Nixon administration. 
P resid en t 
Nixon’s 
ru ra l 
electrificatio n 
czar, 
D avid 
Hamil, has brought pressure 
upon an Indiana electric co-op to 
turn over much of its spanking 
new $75 million plant, built with 
the taxpayers’ money, to the 
private utilities 
For a year, the plant has been 
ready to whirr, but its giant 
generators have been largely 
silenced by legal strategem s. 
The delay has cost the taxpayers 
$10,000 a day. 
Conceived in controversy, the 
R ural 
E lectrificatio n 
Ad­ 
m inistratio n 
has 
brought 
electricity to most of rural 
America. In these areas, the 
REA is as sacred as baptism 
and. in the opinion of many, 
more essential to salvation. 
As the co-ops have moved into 
towns that are served by private 
power, how ever, each new 
kilowat of public power has been 
bitterly contested by the private 
utilities. 
H am il ran the REA 
for 
President Eisenhower in the 
1950s, now is back in control 
under Nixon. The efficient 
Hamil is a hero to the utilities 
who look upon him as a cham ­ 
pion of free enterprise, rescuing 
the nation from the morass of 
New Deal socialism. 


FOX GUARDS COOP 
But to the farm ers, whose 
homes and farm s would have 
remained unlit except for the 
REA co-ops, his reappointment 
is akin to putting the fox in 
charge of the chicken coop. 
He blocked the co-ops from 
getting REA loans during the 
Eisenhower years. When the 
White House changed hands, the 
loans were untied But it took 
until 1965 before the money was 
actually funded to build the $75 
million Indiana plant. 
By this time, the private 
utilities had lined up powerful 
backing to take the plant away 
from the co-op. One ally was the 
Indiana Public Service Com­ 
mission, which is supposed to 
protect the consumers. But it 
lined up, instead, with the in­ 
dustry against the co-op. 
One 
of 
the 
three 
com ­ 
missioners, G. Patrick Clancy, 
retired this month. He was 
immediately offered a posh job 
w ith 
the 
Indiana 
G as 
Association, run by some of the 
same companies he has just 
finished “ regulating.’’ Among 
them is a giant electric-gas 
combine, which is fighting the 
co-op. 
Clancy, asked by this column 
whether he will accept the offer 
to 
change sides from 
the 
regulators to the regulated, said 
mildly: “I’m a private citizen 
now. I don’t think it’s anybody’s 
business.” 
An Indiana court was also so 


eager to appease private power 
that it ordered Mayor Robert J. 
Millis of Boonville, Ind., to shut 
up about the benefits of public 
power under pain of contempt 
and jail. 


JUDICIAL CONFLICT? 
And in 1968, David Lewis, then 
chief justice of the Indiana 
Suprem e 
Court, 
cast 
the 
deciding vote against the co-op. 
The majority opinion, written by 
Lewis, was that the co-op had no 
authority to operate its fine new 
plant. 
Lewis’ son, Frank, happens to 
be a lawyer for Public Service 
Co., one of the firm s most af­ 
fected by the judge’s decision. 
Judge Lewis, now in private 
practice, said he saw no reason 
to disqualify himself because his 
son w asn't taking part in the 
actual litigation. 
Only in the federal appellate 
courts has tne co-op won any 
victories, most recently in the 
Supreme Court which ruled at 
least that REA could operate the 
controversial plant using the co­ 
op as its agent. 
Last November, the private 
Stilities came up with a proposal 
lat the co-op should “retire, 
salvage and liquidate” certain 
facilities. This was echoed by 
the Indiana Commission which 
instructed the co-op in February 
to m ake sure the sam e facilities 
“shall be retired and salvaged ” 


ANTI-PUBLIC ALLIANCE 
On March 30, Hamil joined the 
alliance against the co-op. He 
fired a telegram to the co-op 
declaring: “We recommend the 
modified company proposal now 
available and that (the co-op) 
im m ediately 
negotiate 
the 
leasing to the com pany of 
facilities.” 
If this is enforced, the private 
companies will take over much 
of the co-op’s transmission lines 
and several other facilities, thus 
making a profit on the tax­ 
p a y e rs’ 
investm ent. 
The 
alternative, under Hamil, is to 
let the REA operate the plant for 
40 months, then resell it — 
doubtlessly to the power com­ 
panies. 
The $75 million sellout may 
not be as big as the billion- 
dollar, Dixon-Yates boondoggle. 
But the odor is the same. 
N ote: 
The 
tough-skinned 
Hamil told this column that he 
knows the issue is a hot one but 
that, in his judgment, he is doing 
the right thing to push the co-op 
to compromise. Speaking for the 
power 
com panies, 
W alter 
Matthews, president of Public 
Service Co.. said in the long run 
the co-op electricity will cost 
more than private electricity. 
Along with the private power 
advocates, he denied that the 
utilities have the Public Service 
Commission in their pockets. 
‘‘Ours was ju st a 
m ore 
realistic proposal,” explained 
Matthews, in telling why the 
Com m ission 
adopted 
the 
com pany plan as its own. 
Meanwhile, the taxpayers’ loss 
continues to mount.

A year or so back I joined the 
Board of Directors of Amnesty 
In tern atio n al, 
on 
the 
understanding that I would 
rem ain free to exercise my own 
judgment concerning any of the 
organization’s p a rticu lar ac­ 
tivities 
All of this sounds 
defensive, 
and 
shouldn’t, 
because by and large Amnesty 
is concerned with the kind of 
thing decent people ought to be 
concerned about, mainly the 
im perative to help others who 
are in trouble. In Amnesty’s 
case, political trouble. 
What are the rights of a nation 
to protect itself against certain 
kinds 
of political dissent? 
Ideally, the dissenter should be 
protected, even as he is in the 
United States. However, even in 
the 
U nited 
States, 
a 
qualification 
is 
generally 
recognized, the qualification of 
clear and present danger. That 
(in my judgment) is as it should 
be. 
At the other end is the Soviet 
Union. There, political freedom 
exists only in the Newspeak in 
which 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
regularly trades. 
It did not 
surprise anybody that back in 
the late 40’s, Stalin’s Russia 
should have co-sponsored the 
United Nations Declaration on 
Human Rights, which is as if 
R alph 
G inzburg 
had 
co­ 
sponsored 
the 
Legion 
of 
Decency. 
One cannot lecture 
Russia on what she should do. 
One can only put pressure on 
Russia to do what she should do, 
and that — to its eternal credit 
— Amnesty is trying to do. 


In Russia a poor Ukrainian 
law yer, 
a 
citizen 
of 
Czechoslovakia, has been im­ 
prisoned since 1947. His crime? 
None — because he has yet to be 
tried. He was caught up during 
one of those Stalinist seizures, 
for having defended someone 
som ebody 
didn’t 
like 
for 
whatever reason. He was found 
guiltless of any known crime by 
a Polish court, which however 
then surrendered him to the 
Soviet Union, which sent him off 
to a concentration camp where 
he now — miraculously — still 
lives. 
His name is Volodmyr 
Horbovy. Remember him in 
your prayers. If he is freed, it 
will be by the will of God. Still, it 
is Amnesty which has got work 
through to Horbovy that his 
name is not dead among those 
few who care. 
The second object of Am­ 
nesty’s current attention poses 
more difficult, and more in­ 
teresting, problems. 
More in­ 
teresting because there is a 
ground 
of 
com m unication 
betw een A m nesty, and the 
government of Portugal, which 


continues to imprison a 70-year- 
old gentleman named Telo de 
Mascerenhas. 
The 
dissent 
of 
Mr. 
M ascerenhas is rather more 
complicated than that of the 
Czech. Mr. M. was a Goan — a 
lawyer, writer, and agitator. 
Goa is perhaps forgotten as the 
tiny P ortuguese enclave in 
western India which was gob­ 
bled up by Nehru 
between 
speeches 
against aggression. 
Mr. M. was delighted, inasmuch 
as for 
years he 
had 
been 
declaiming against Portuguese 
colonialism etc, etc. 
But all of that happened in 
1961. 
And the technical case 
against Mr. M. was always very 
very bad. It seems to me that 
nothing is clearer than that 
Goa’s attachm ent of Portugal 
was in clear and present danger. 
Even so, the actual behavior of 
the Portuguese appears to be 
utterly reprehensible. To begin 
with, the Portuguese offered 
amnesty to anyone who returned 
to Goa. Mascerenhas took ad­ 
vantage of the offer — but even 
so, the Portuguese whisked him 
off to Lisbon and in due course 
sentenced him to jail for 24 
years. 
According to Amnesty, 
he was not convicted of any 
crimes of violence, merely of 
having advocated the detach­ 
ment of Goa from Portugal. 
At this point, one regrets the 
ideologization of A m nesty’s 
brief, which states, “ All efforts 
must be made to secure the 
release 
of 
this well 
known 
w riter, 
profound 
political 
thinker and a great patriot.” 
Now I do not know whether M. is 
a profound political thinker, and 
what is more, 1 do not care. I 
will not believe that he is a great 
patriot until I am shown the 
evidence that Goa wanted to be 
incorporated by India, which 
evidence I have never seen, 
even as I have never seen 
evidence that Gibraltar desires 
to be incorporated into Spain. 
I believe in punishment for 
political crimes, under certain 
circumstances. 
But I believe 
(who doesn’t) in mercy. 
And 
that ought to be the principal 
point. Portugal’s keeping of this 
70-year-old physical wreck in 
jail, ten years after the fate of 
Gao was irrevocably settled, is 
simply uncouth. 
Monstrous, 
even. And I join Amnesty in 
respectfully urging 
the Por­ 
tuguese 
governm ent 
— 
respectfully because I for one 
profoundly 
believe 
that 
whatever the Portuguese in­ 
ternal 
political arrangem ent, 
men like Salazar and Caetano 
are essentially decent m em — to 
adm it the legal error, if they are 
so minded; but if not, to grant 
clem ency 
— 
quickly, 
and 
quietly.

Dear Mr. W.: Not a day 
passes without a letter that 
includes the inability to dis­ 
cuss some problem with one’s 
doctor. It is inconceivable to 
me that patients do not truly 
appreciate 
the 
mature 
and 
vital bond that exists between 
them and their doctors. In 
your case, do you really be­ 
lieve that a discussion of your 
problem carries with it any 
sense of shame? It does not. 
Your doctor has undoubted­ 
ly, within a lifetime of prac­ 
tice, answered your question 
many times to others who 
were free enough to ask it. 
People deprive themselves of 
the advantages of their doc­ 
to rs understanding by such an 
unrealistic attitude. 
I have repeatedly stated in 
these columns that the infor­ 
mation they contain is not my 
private 
property, 
but 
th at 
which is common knowledge 
to 
doctors everywhere. 
No 
newspaper or magazine article 
can possibly replace the value 
of your own doctor. 
As a writer, my aim is to 
reinforce the relationship be­ 
tween you and your doctor 
rather than to separate you. 
If this concept is understood 
by my readers, then it will be 
more valuable than the actual 
answer about the sterilization 
of the male. 
Your decision to consider 
sterilization is, of course, an 
individual one and m ust be the 
result of combined thinking by 
you and your wife. When you 


say you “believe you have done 
your share” you most cer­ 
tainly have, and it is under­ 
standable that some way to 
lim it further growth of your 
family is being considered. 
An operation, Vasectomy, is 
one by which a tiny tube that 
carries 
the male 
sperm 
is 
either cut, tied or closed. This 
tube, the vas deferens, is al­ 
tered by a simple operation 
usually performed under local 
anesthesia. Shortly after the 
operation, sperm no longer can 
flow through the tube, and 
pregnancy is thereby avoided. 
The operation is successful in 
almost all cases when it is 
well performed with one of the 
many modern techniques. 
You wisely ask if there are 
any psychological effects fol­ 
lowing this simple but perm a­ 
nent operation. I say perm a­ 
nent, even though there are 
occasional 
reports that the 
tube can be reopened by an ­ 
other operation. A series of 
new surgical techniques are 
being tried to make this a re­ 
versible operation. Temporary 
clips are being tried, because 
too often people regret th at 
they have permanently become 
infertile. 
Occasionally, 
some 
people 
with a delicate psychological 
balance may become severely 
depressed by a decision th a t 
cannot be changed. It is for 
this reason th at I suggest in­ 
tensive 
discussion 
between 
your doctor before irreversible 
surgery is entertained. 
Psy­ 
chological guidance and ad­ 
vice may be of extreme value 
so th at you will not punish 
yourself in the future for an 
impulsive decision.

A year or so back I joined the 
Board of Directors of Amnesty 
In tern atio n al, 
on 
the 
understanding that I would 
remain free to exercise my own 
judgment concerning any of the 
organization’s p a rtic u la r ac­ 
tivities 
All of this sounds 
defensive, 
and 
shouldn’t, 
because by and large Amnesty 
is concerned with the kind of 
thing decent people ought to be 
concerned about, mainly the 
im perative to help others who 
are in trouble. In Amnesty’s 
case, political trouble. 
What are the rights of a nation 
to protect itself against certain 
kinds 
of 
political dissent? 
Ideally , the dissenter should be 
protected, even as he is in the 
United States. However, even in 
the 
U nited 
S tates, 
a 
qualification 
is 
generally 
recognized, the qualification of 
clear and present danger 
That 
(in my judgment) is as it should 
be. 
At the other end is the Soviet 
Union, There, political freedom 
exists only in the Newspeak in 
which 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
regularly trades. 
It did not 
surprise anybody that back in 
the late 40’s, Stalin's Russia 
should have co-sponsored the 
United Nations Declaration on 
Human Rights, which is as if 
R alph 
Ginzburg 
had co­ 
sponsored 
the 
Legion 
of 
Decency. 
One cannot lecture 
Russia on what she should do. 
One can only put pressure on 
Russia to do what she should do, 
and that — to its eternal credit 
— Amnesty is trying to do.

In Russia a poor Ukrainian 
law yer, 
a 
citizen 
of 
Czechoslovakia, has been im­ 
prisoned since 1947. His crime? 
None — because he has yet to be 
tried. He was caught up during 
one of those Stalinist seizures, 
for having defended someone 
som ebody 
didn’t 
like 
for 
whatever reason. He was found 
guiltless of any known crime by 
a Polish court, which however 
then surrendered him to the 
Soviet Union, which sent him off 
to a concentration camp where 
he now — miraculously — still 
lives. 
His name is Volodmyr 
Horbovy 
Remember him in 
your prayers. If he is freed, it 
will be by the will of God. Stil I it 
is Amnesty' which has got work 
through to Horbovy that his 
name is not dead among those 
few who care. 
The second object of Am­ 
nesty's current attention poses 
more difficult, and more 'in­ 
teresting. problems 
More in­ 
teresting because there is a 
ground 
of 
com munication 
between Amnesty, and the 
government of Portugal, which 


continues to imprison a 70-year- 
old gentleman named Telo de 
Mascerenhas. 
The 
dissent 
of 
Mr 
Mascerenhas is rather more 
complicated than that of the 
Czech. Mr. M. was a Goan — 
lawyer, writer, and agitator. 
Goa is perhaps forgotten as the 
tiny Portuguese enclave in 
western India which was gob­ 
bled 
up by Nehru 
between 
speeches 
against 
aggression 
Mr . M was delighted, inasmuch 
as 
for years 
he 
had 
been 
declaiming against Portuguese 
colonialism etc, etc. 
But all of that happened in 
1961. 
And the technical case 
against Mr M was always very 
very bad. It seems to me that 
nothing is clearer than that 
Goa’s attachment of Portugal 
was in clear and present danger. 
Even so. the actual behavior of 
the Portuguese appears to be 
utterly reprehensible. To begin 
with, the Portuguese offered 
amnesty to anyone who returned 
to Goa. Mascerenhas took ad­ 
vantage of the offer — but even 
so, the Portuguese whisked him 
off to Lisbon and in due course 
sentenced him to jail for 24 
years. 
According to Amnesty, 
he was not convicted of any 
crimes of violence, merely of 
having advocated the detach­ 
ment of Goa from Portugal. 
At this point, one regrets the 
ideologization of Am nesty’s 
brief, which states, “AH efforts 
must be made to secure the 
release of 
this 
well 
known 
writer, 
profound 
political 
thinker and a great patriot.” 
Now I do not know whether M. is 
a profound political thinker, and 
what is more, I do not care. 
I 
will not believe that he is a great 
patriot until I am shown the 
evidence that Goa wanted to be 
incorporated by India, which 
evidence I have never seen, 
even as I have never seen 
evidence that Gibraltar desires 
to be incorporated into Spain. 
I believe in punishment for 
political crimes, under certain 
circumstances. 
But I believe 
(who doesn’t) in mercy. 
And 
that ought to be the principal 
point. Portugal’s keeping of this 
70-year-old physical wreck in 
jail, ten years after the fate of 
Gao was irrevocably settled, is 
simply uncouth. 
Monstrous, 
even. And I join Amnesty in 
respectfully urging the 
Por­ 
tuguese 
governm ent 
— 
respectfully because I for one 
profoundly 
believe 
that 
whatever the Portuguese in­ 
ternal 
political 
arrangement, 
men like Salazar and Caetano 
are essentially decent mem — to 
admit the legal error , if they are 
so minded; but if not, to grant 
clem ency 
— 
quickly, 
and 
quietly

Dear Mr. W.: Not a day 
passes without a letter that 
includes the inability to dis­ 
cuss some problem with one’s 
doctor. It is inconceivable to 
me that patients do not truly 
appreciate 
the 
mature 
and 
vital bond that exists between 
them 
and their doctors. In 
your case, do you really be­ 
lieve that a discussion of your 
problem carries with it any 
sense of shame ? It does not. 
Your doctor has undoubted­ 
ly, within a lifetime of prac­ 
tice, answered your question 
many times to others who 
were free enough to ask it. 
People deprive themselves of 
the advantages of their doc­ 
tor's understanding by such an 
unrealistic attitude. 
I have repeatedly stated in 
these columns that the infor­ 
m ation they contain is not my 
private 
property, 
but 
that 
which is common knowledge 
to 
doctors 
everywhere. 
N o 
newspaper or magazine article 
can possibly replace the value 
of your own doctor. 
A s a writer, my aim is to 
reinforce the relationship be­ 
tween you and your doctor 
rather than to separate you. 
If this concept is understood 
by m y readers, then it will be 
more valuable than the actual 
answer about the sterilization 
of the .male. 
Your decision to consider 
sterilization is, of course, an 
individual one and must be the 
result of combined thinking by 
you and your wife. When you 


say you "believe you have done 
your share” 
you most cer­ 
tainly have, and it is under­ 
standable that some way to 
lim it further growrth of your 
fam ily is being considered. 
An operation, Vasectomy, is 
one by which a tiny tube' that 
carries 
the 
male 
sperm 
is 
either cut, tied or closed. This 
tube, the vas deferens, is al­ 
tered by a simple operation 
usually performed under local 
anesthesia. 
Shortly after the 
operation, sperm no longer can 
flow through the tube, and 
pregnancy is thereby avoided. 
The operation is successful in 
almost all cases when it Is 
well performed with one of the 
many modern techniques. 
You w isely ask if there are 
any psychological effects fol­ 
lowing this simple but perma­ 
nent operation. I say perma­ 
nent, even though there are 
occasional 
reports 
that 
the 
tube can be reopened by an­ 
other operation. 
A series of 
new surgical techniques are 
being tried to make this a re- 
versible operation. Temporary 
clips are being tried, because 
too often people regret that 
they have permanently become 
infertile. 
Occasionally, 
some 
people 
with a delicate psychological 
balance m ay become severely 
depressed by a decision that 
cannot be changed. It ia for 
this reason that I suggest in­ 
tensive 
discussion 
between 
your doctor before irreversible 
surgery is entertained. 
P sy­ 
chological guidance and ad­ 
vice may be of extreme value 
so that you will not punish 
yourself in the future for an 
impulsive decision.

1.7. District means the Rio Alto Water District Wherever a 


nght, duty or responsibility of the District is prescribed by this 
ordinance it shall be exercised or performed by the Manager unless 
otherwise expressly ordered by resolution of the Board. 


1.8. Engineer means the person employed or retained by the 


District to perform professional engineering services in connection 
with the water system and shall be a registered civil engineer in the 
State of California. 
«>«*«~~* 


1.9. Main means a water line in a street, highway, alley or 


easement used for public and private fire protection and for 
general distribution of water. 


1.10. Manager means the individual employed by the District 


having the authority and responsibility to manage the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system and any construction 
or replacement thereof. 


1.11. Person means an individual or a company, association, 


co-partnership or public or private corporation or entity. 


1.12. Premises means a lot or parcel of real property under one 


ownership, except where there are well-defined boundaries or 
partitions such as fences, hedges or other restrictions preventing 
the common use of the property by the several tenants, in which 
case each portion shall be deemed separate premises. Apartment 
bouses and office buildings may be classified as single premises. 


1.13. Private Fire Protection Service means water service and 


facilities for building sprinkler systems, hydrants, hose reels and 
other facilities installed in private property for fire protection and 
the water available therefor. 


1.14. Public Fire Protection Service means the service and 


facilities of the entire water supply storage and distribution system 
of the District, including the fire hydrants affixed thereto, and the 
water available for fire protection, excepting house service con- 
nections and appurtenances thereto. 


1.15. Property Owner means the person owning the fee, or the 


person in whose name the legal title to property in the District 
appears, by deed duly recorded in the County Recorder's office, or 
the person in possession of the property or buildings under claim of , 
or exercising acts of ownership over same for himself , or as 
executor, administrator, guardian or trustee of the owner. 


1.16. Regular Service means water service for normal 


domestic or commercial purposes on a permanent basis utilizing 
water system service lines in existence at the time of application 
for service. Commercial purposes shall include service to public 
entities. 


1.17. Temporary Service means water service and facilities 


rendered for construction work and other uses of limited duration 
and the water available therefor. 


1.18. Water System means all of the works, facilities, property 


and rights of every nature owned or operated by the District to 
provide water service. 


ARTICLES. NOTICES 


2.1. Notices from the District to Customers. Notices from the 


District to a customer will normally be given in writing, and either 
delivered or mailed to him at his last known address. Where con- 
ditions warrant and in emergencies, the District may resort to 
notification either by telephone or messenger. 


2.2. Notices to the District Notice to the District shall be given 


in writing (1) at the District's operating office, or (2) to the 
Manager. 


ARTICLES. MANAGER 


3.1. Manager's Duties. The position of Manager is hereby 


created. The Manager shall be responsible for the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system, and ths ad- 
ministration of these rules and regulations. He shall perform such 
other duties as are imposed from time to time by the Board. He 
shall periodically report to the Board on the performan< e of his 
duties. 


3 2 Emergencies. In case of any emergency which interrupts 


or threatens to interrupt water service, or which threatens damage 
to the water system or damage to persons or property from 
malfunctions of the water system, the Manager shall take 
whatever action is necessary to maintain service and prevent such 
damage, and shall report such action to the next meeting of the 


ARTICLE 4. WATER SERVICE CONNECTION 


4 1 Application Form and Connection Fee. A property owner or 


his agent shall make application to the District for water service on 
me following application form or by letter giving the same in- 
formation, and the application shall be accompanied by the sum of 
Fiftv Dollars ($50.00) as a connection fee.

actual cost is greater than estimated, the applicant shall promptly 
pay the difference to the District. If the actual cost is less, the 
difference shall be refunded. After completion of the special ser- 
vice, connection shall be made by the applicant at such time and 
manner as prescribed by the Manager. 


4.4. Payment for Previous Service. An application will not be 


honored unless payment in full has been made for water service 
previously rendered to the applicant by the District. 


4.5. Size and Location. The District reserves the right to 


determine the size of service connections and their location with 
respect to the boundaries of the premises to be served. The laying 
of consumer's pipeline to the curb should not be done until the 
location of the service connection has been approved by the 
Manager. 


4.6. Curb Cock. Every service connection installed by the 


District shall be equipped with a curb cock. The curb cock is in- 
tended for the exclusive use of the District in controlling the water 
supply through the service connection pipe. If the curb cock is 
damaged by the consumer's use to an extent requiring 
replacement, such replacement shall be at the consumer's ex- 
pense. 


4.7. Domestic and Commercial Service. It shall be unlawful to 


maintain a connection except in conformity with the following 
rules: 


(a) Separate Building. Each house or building under separate 


ownership shall be provided with a separate service connection. 
Two or more houses under one ownership and on the same lot or 
parcel of land may be supplied through the same service con- 
nection. However, the Board reserves the right to limit the number 
of houses or the area of land under one ownership to be supplied by 
one service connection. 


(b) Single Connection. Not more than one service connection 


for domestic or commercial supply shall be installed for one 
building, except with the approval of the Manager when more than 
one service connection is necessary to provide an adequate water 
supply. 


(c) Different Owners. A service connection shall not be used to 


supply adjoining property of a different owner or to supply 
property of the same owner across a street or alley. 


4.8. Service Connections. The service connections extending 


from the water main to the curb cock shall be maintained 
District All pipes and fixtures extending or lying beyond^fcif curb 
cock shall be installed and maintained by the owner of jjtfproperty 
pursuant to such regulation as the Manager may presiBnbe. 


ARTICLE 5. APPLICATION FOR EXTEflflON 


OF WATER SYSTEM 


5.1. Application. Any owner of one or more J6ts or parcels or 


subdivider of a tract of land, desiring the extension of the w< 
system to serve such property, shall make a written applies) 
therefor to the District, said application tofcontain the 1< 
description of the property to be served and'fany additional 
formation which may be required by the District, and 
companied by a map showing the location of na^nrODoasircon- 
nections. If the property to be served is a subdivision, the ap- 
plication shall state the name and tract number and shall be ac- 
companied by a copy of the final subdivision map and of the plans 
and specifications for the proposed improvements. 


5.2. Investigation. Upon receipt of the application, the Manager 


shall make an investigation and survey of the proposed extension 
and shall report his findings to the Engineer, who shall submit a 
report thereon including the estimated cost thereof to the Board. 


5.3. Ruling. The Board shall thereupon consider such ap- 


plication and report, and after such consideration, reject the ap- 
plication or approve it with such modifications and conditions as 
the Board may require. 


5.4. Construction of Extension. Construction of such extension 


shall be in accordance with the Board's approval thereof and 
pursuant to plans and specifications approved by the engineer. 


5.5 Conditions Precedent to Construction. Construction shall 


not commence until mutually satisfactory arrangements have been 
made between the District and the applicant covering (i) how such 
construction shall be financed, (2) whether the District or the 
applicant shall be responsible for construction, and (3) the transfer 
of ownership of the extension to the District. 


5.6. Supervision and Inspection of Construction. Whether the 


District or the applicant is responsible for construction, con- 
struction shall be supervised and inspected by the District to assure 
compliance with the approved plans and specifications. 


ARTICLE 6. GENERAL USE REGULATIONS 


6.1. Water Waste. No customer shall knowingly permit leaks or 


waste of water. Where water is wastefully or negligently used on a 
customer's premises the District may discontinue service if such 
conditions are not corrected within five (5) days after giving the 
customer written notice. 


6.2. Equipment on Customer Premises. Water service con- 


nection facilities installed by the District on private property for 
the purpose of rendering water service shall remain the property of 
the District and may be maintained, replaced or repaired by the 
District without consent or interference of the owner or occupant of 
the property. The property owner shall use reasonable care in the 
protection of the facilities. No payment shall be made for placing or 
maintaining said facilities on private property. 


6.3. Damage to Water System Facilities. The customer shall be 


liable for any damage to the water system facilities when such 
damage is from causes originating on his premises or by an act of 
the customer or his tenants, agents, employees, contractors, 
licensees or permittees. 


6.4. Ground-Wire Attachments. No person shall attach any 


ground-wire or wires to any plumbing which is or may be connected 
to a service connection or main belonging to the District. The 
District will hold the customer liable for any damage to its property 
occasioned by such ground-wire attachments. 


6.5. Control Valve on the Customer's Property. The customer 


shall provide a valve on his property to control the flow of water to 
the piping on his premises. The customer shall not use the service 
curb stop to turn water on and off for his convenience. 


6.6. Back Flow Protective Devices. Back flow protective 


devices shall be installed by the customer as near the service as 
possible and shall be open to test and inspection by the District. 
Plans for installation of back flow protective devices shall be ap- 
proved by the District prior to installation. 


6.7. Relief Valves. As a protection to the customer's plumbing 


system, a suitable pressure relief valve shall be installed and 
maintained by him, at his expense, when check valve or other 
protective devices are used. The relief valve shall be installed 
between the check valves and the water heater. 


ARTICLE 7. BILLING 


7.1. Billing Period. The regular billing period shall be monthly 


or bi-monthly at the option of the District. 


7.2. Opening and Closing Bills. Opening and closing bills for less 


than the normal billing period shall be prorated, except that if the 
total period for which service is rendered is less than one month, 
the bill shall not be less than the monthly minimum charge ap- 
plicable. At tiie customer's request, closing bills may be estimated 
by the Manager for the final period to permit the customer to pay 
the closing bill at the time service to said customer is discontinued. 


7.3. Water Charges. Water charges are payable at the office of 


the District and are delinquent 20 days after the Post Office can- 
cellation date of the mailed billing. Upon such delinquency the 
District shall give notice of such delinquency in the U. S. Mail, 
postage prepaid, respectively to the customer and to the occupant 
at the premises with respect to which the delinquency has oc- 
curred. Service may be discontinued without further notice if the 
delinquency is not cured by the tenth day after the day of mailing 
such notice. Failure to receive a bill does not relieve the customer 
of liability to pay for water service. 


7.4. Payment of Bills. On each delinquency notice for water 


service rendered by the District shall be printed substantially the 
following: "This bill is now delinquent. If it is not paid within ten 
(10) days after the Post Office cancellation date of this card, ser- 
vice may be discontinued. A reconnection charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) and penalties will be made and collected prior to renewing 
service following such discontinuance." 


7.5. Penalty. Rates and charges which are not paid on or before 


(fas tenth day after mailing the delinquency notice shall be subject 
to a penalty of ten percent (10 percent) and thereafter shall be 
subject to a further penalty of two percent (2 percent) par month on 
the first day of each month following. 


7.6. Actions to Enforce Payment. Any amount due for water 


service shall be deemed a debt to the District, and any parson 


or refusing to pay said Indebtedness shall be 


liable to an action in the name of the District in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction for the amount thereof. Defendant shall pay all 
costs of suit, including a reasonable attorney's fee, in any such 
court action if judgment is rendered in favor of the District. 


7.7. Consumer's Guarantee. The water delivery charge begins 


when a service connection is installed and the curb stop opened. 
Before water is turned on by the District for any purpose whatever, 
the applicant shall sign the application. The applicant shall be 
liable for water used until the District is notified in writing to 
discontinue service or to transfer the account to another customer. 


7.8. Water Used Without Application Being Made. A person 


taking possession of premises and using water thereon from the 
water system without having made application to the District for 
water service shall be liable to pay for such water use the same as 
if application had been filed plus a penalty of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). 
If proper application for water service is not made upon 
notification to do so by the District and if accumulated bills for 
service are not paid immediately, the service may be discontinued 
by the District without further notice. 


ARTICLE 8. DISCONTINUANCE OF SERVICE 


8.1. Nonpayment. Service may be discontinued for nonpayment 


of bills as required by Article 7 and the Board shall add to the said 
delinquent account the sum of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the 
cost of shutting off the water. 


8.2. Unsafe Apparatus. Water service may be refused or 


discontinued to any premises where apparatus or appliances are in 
use which might, endanger or disturb the service to other 
customers. 


8.3. Cross-Connections. Water service may be refused or 


discontinued to any premises where there exists a cross-connection 
in violation of State, federal or local regulations. 


8.4. Fraud or Abuse. Service may be discontinued if necessary 


to protect the District against fraud or abuse. 


8.5. Noncompliance with Regulations. Service may be 


discontinued for noncompliance with this or any other ordinance or 
regulation relating to the water service. A reconnection charge of 
Fifteen Dollars ($15.00), plus full payment of delinquent charges 
and penalties, shall be paid by the customer. 


8.6. Disconnection and Reconnection Charges. Upon discon- 


tinuance of service for any of the above reasons, there shall be a 
gpharge of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the cost of shutting off 
the water. 


8.7. Voluntary Discontinuance Upon Vacating Premises. 


Customers desiring to discontinue service shall so notify the 
District two (2) days prior to vacating the premises and such notice 
shall; be accompanied by a turn-off charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15*50) and unless discontinuance of service is ordered, the 
customer shall be liable for charges whether or not any water is 
used Service shall again be resumed upon application of the owner 
^said property, or his authorized agent, upon payment of a $15.00 
turn-on fee.

9.3. Moving ff Fire Hydrants. If a property owner or other 


party desires a change in the size, type or location of a fire hydrant, 
he shall bear all cists of such changes, without refund. Any change 
in the location ofp fire hydrant shall be approved by the proper 
authority. 


ARTICLE 10. PRIVATE FIRE PROTECTION SERVICE 
10.1. Payment of Cost The applicant for private fire protection 


service shall pay the total actual cost of installation of the service 
from the distribution main to the customer's premises, said in- 
stallation to become the property of the District. On terms and 
conditions satisfactory to the District, it may agree to install the 
connection. 


10.2. No Connection to Other System. There shall be no con- 


nections between such private fire protection system and any other 
water distribution system on the premises. 


10.3. Use. There shall be no water used through the fire 


protection service except to extinguish fires and for testing the fire 
fighting equipment. 


10.4. Monthly Rates. The monthly rates for private fire 


protection shall be established by the District upon receipt of ap- 
plication. 


10.5. Water for Fire Storage Tanks. Occasionally water may be 


obtained from a private fire service for filling a tank connected 
with the fire service, but only if written permission specifying the 
water rates to be paid is secured from the District in advance. 


10.6. Violation of Agreement. If water is used from a private 


fire service in violation of the agreement or of these regulations, 
the District may, at its option, discontinue and remove the service. 


10.7. Rules. The following rules shall apply to fire service 


connections: 


(a) Valve. When a fire service connection is installed, the valve 


governing same shall be closed and sealed and remain so until a 
written order is received from the owner of the premises to have 
the water turned on. 


(b) Meter. If the District does not require a meter, and if water 


is used through a fire service connection for any other purpose than 
extinguishing of fires, it shall have the right to place a meter on the 
fire service connection at the owner's expense, or shut off the entire 
water supply from such premises. 


(c) Additional Service. The District shall have the right to 


make a domestic or commercial service connection from the fire 
service connection to supply the same premises as those to which 
the fire service connection belongs. The District shall also have the 
right to determine the proportion of the installation cost properly 
chargeable to each service connection, if such segregation of costs 
shall become necessary. 


(d) Check Valve. The District reserves the right to install on all 


fire service connections a check valve of a type approved by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, and to equip the same with a 
by-pass meter at the expense of the owner of the property. 


ARTICLE 11. TEMPORARY SERVICE 


11.1. Application, Connection Fee, and Estimated Cost. Every 


person desiring temporary service shall file an application ac- 
companied by a non-refundable fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). If in 
the determination of the District the desired service may be 
provided without detriment to the District or any permanent 
customer thereof, the District shall make an estimate of (a) the 
cost of installing and removing the facilities required to furnish the 
requested service, (b) the cost of water service for the expected 
duration thereof, and (c) the cost of repair of District facilities 
which would be subject to damage by reason of the requested 
service. 


11.2. Deposit, Installation and Operation. Upon the applicant 


depositing the total of the above estimated costs plus ten percent 
(10 percent), the Distinct shall install such faculties, which shall be 
operated in accordance with its instructions. 


11.3. Duration of Service. Temporary service connection shall 


be discontinued and terminated within six months after installation 
unless an extension of time is granted in writing by the District 


11.4. Discontinuance of Service. Upon discontinuance, of ser- 


vice, the actual cost of installation and removal of the temporary 
facilities plus ten percent shall be determined along with the actual 
cost of the water service and the actual cost of repair of any 
damage to District facilities caused by the user of the temporary 
service and an appropriate adjustment thereof may be made by 
additional charge, refund or credit 


ARTICLE 12. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


12.1. Words and Phrases. For the purpose of this ordinance, all 


words used herein in the present tense shall include the future; all 
words in the plural number shall include the singular number; and 
all words in the singular number shall include the plural number. 


12.2. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 


or phrase of this ordinance Is for any reason held to be un- 
constitutional, sock decision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of Oils ordinance. 


12.3. Pi assure Conditions. All applicants for service con- 


nections or water tarries for any purpose shall be required to 


accept such conditions of pressure and service as are provided by 
the water system st the location of the proposed service connection, 
and to hold the District and its officers, agents and employees 
harmless for any damages arising out of low pressure or high 
pressure conditions or interruptions in service. 


12.4. Maintenance of Water Pressure and Shutting Down for 


Emergency Repairs. The District shall not accept any respon- 
sibility for the maintenance of pressure, and it reserves the right to 
discontinue service while making emergency repairs, etc. Con- 
sumers dependent upon a continuous supply should provide 
emergency storage. 


12.5. Tampering with District Property. No one except an 


employee or representative of the District shall at any time in any 
manner operate the curb cocks or valves, main cocks, gates or 
valves of the District's system; or interfere with meters or their 
connections, street mains or other parts of the water system. 


12.6. Penalty for Violation. For the failure of the customer to 


comply with all or any part of these rules and regulations or any 
other resolution, ordinance or order fixing rates and charges of tWs 
District, a penalty for which has not hereafter been specifically 
fixed, the customer's service shall be discontinued and the water 
shall not be supplied such customer until he shall have complied 
with the rule or regulation, rate or charge which he has violated or, 
in the event that he cannot comply with said rule or regulation, 
until he shall have satisfied the District that in the future he will 
comply with all the rules and regulations established by the 
District and with all rates and charges of this District. In addition 
thereto he shall pay the District $15.00 for renewal and turn-on of 
his service. 


12.7. Ruling Final. All rulings of the Board shall be final. All 


rulings of the Manager shall be final unless appealed in writing to 
the Board within five (5) days. When there is an appeal to the 
Board, the Board's ruling shall be final. 


12.8. Pools and Tanks. When an abnormally large quantity of 


water is desired for filling a swimming pool or for other purposes, 
arrangements shall be made with the District prior to taking such 
water. Permission to take water in unusual quantities will be given 
only if it can be safely delivered through the District's facilities and 
if other consumers are not inconvenienced thereby. 


12.9. Damages Through Leaking Pipes and Fixtures. When 


turning on the water supply as requested and the house or property 
is vacant, the District will endeavor to ascertain if water is running 
on the inside of the building, and if such is found to be the case, the 
water will be left shut off at the curb cock. The District's 
jurisdiction and responsibility ends at the property line and the 
District shall in no case be liable for damages occasioned by water 
running from open or faulty fixtures, or from broken or damaged 
pipes inside the property line. 


12.10. Damage to Meters. The Board reserves the right to set 


and maintain a meter on any service connection. The consumer 
shall be held liable for any damage to the meter due to his 
negligence or carelessness and in particular for damage caused by 
hot water or steam from the premises. 


12.11. Responsibility for Equipment. The customer shall, at his 


own risk and expense, furnish, install and keep in good and safe 
condition all equipment that may be required for receiving, con- 
trolling, applying and utilizing water, and the District shall not be 
responsible for any loss or damage caused by the improper in- 
stallation of such equipment, or the negligence or wrongful act of 
the customer or of any of his tenants, agents, employees, con- 
tractors, licensees or permittees in installing. r"fii"taif'<"g. 
operating or interfering with such equipment. 


ARTICLE 13. RATES

1.5 Cross-Connection means any physical connection between 
me piping system from the District service and that of any other 
wa ter supply that is not, or cannot be, approved as safe and potable 
r human consumption, whereby water from the unapproved 
source may be forced or drawn into the District distribution mains. 
L6 Customer means the owner of property within the District 
which is subject to the water charges set forth in Section 13.1 or any 
other person who has assumed the obligation to pay such charges 
pursuant to agreement with the owner as verified by notice to the 
District. 
1.7 District means the Rio Alto Water District. Wherever a 
right, duty or responsibility of the District is prescribed by this 
ordinance it shall be exercised or performed by the Manager unless 
otherwise expressly ordered by resolution of the Board. 
1.8. Engineer means the person employed or retained by the 
District to perform professional engineering services in connection 
with the water system and shall be a registered civil engineer in the 
State of California. 
1.9. Main means a water line in a street, highway, alley or 
easement used for public and private fire protection and for 
general distribution of water. 
1.10. Manager means the individual employed by the District 
having the authority and responsibility to manage the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system and any construction 
or replacement thereof. 
1.11. Person means an individual or a company, association, 
co-partnership or public or private corporation or entity. 
1.12. Premises means a lot or parcel of real property under one 
ownership, except where there are well-defined boundaries or 
partitions such as fences, hedges or other restrictions preventing 
the common use of the property by the several tenants, in which 
case each portion shall be deemed separate premises. Apartment 
houses and office buildings may be classified as single premises. 


1.13. Private Fire Protection Service means water service and 
facilities for building sprinkler systems, hydrants, hose reels and 
other facilities installed in private property for fire protection and 
the water available therefor. 
1.14. Public Fire Protection Service means the service and 
facilities of the entire water supply storage and distribution system 
of the District, including the fire hydrants affixed thereto, and the 
water available for fire protection, excepting house service con­ 
nections and appurtenances thereto. 
1.15. Property Owner means the person owning the fee, or the 
person in whose name the legal title to property in the District 
appears, by deed duly recorded in the County Recorder’s office, or 
the person in possession of the property or buildings under claim of, 
or exercising acts of ownership over same for himself, or as 
executor, administrator, guardian or trustee of the owner. 
1.16. Regular Service means water service for normal 
domestic or commercial purposes on a permanent basis utilizing 
water system service lines in existence at the time of application 
for service. Commercial purposes shall include service to public 
entities. 
1.17. Temporary Service means water service and facilities 
rendered for construction work and other uses of limited duration 
and the water available therefor. 
1.18. Water System means all of the works, facilities, property 
and rights of every nature owned or operated by the District to 
provide water service. 
ARTICLE 2. NOTICES 
2.1. Notices from the District to Customers. Notices from the 
District to a customer will normally be given in writing, and either 
delivered or mailed to him at his last known address. Where con­ 
ditions warrant and in emergencies, the District may resort to 
notification either by telephone or messenger. 
2.2. Notices to the District. Notice to the District shall be given 
in writing (1) at the District’s operating office, or (2) to the 
Manager. 
ARTICLES. MANAGER 
3.1. Manager’s Duties. The position of Manager is hereby 
created. The Manager shall be responsible for the operation, 
maintenance and repair of the water system, and tfcs ad­ 
ministration of these rules and regulations. He shall perform such 
other duties as are imposed from time to time by the Board He 
shall periodically report to the Board on the performam e of his 
duties. 
3.2. Emergencies. In case of any emergency which interrupts 
or threatens to interrupt water service, or which threatens damage 
to the water system or damage to persons or property from 
malfunctions of the water system, the Manager shall take 
whatever action is necessary to maintain service and prevent such 
damage, and shall report such action to the next meeting of the 
Board.

ARTICLE 4. WATER SERVICE CONNECTION 
4 1 Application Form and Connection Fee. A property owner or 
his agent shall make application to the District for water service on 
the following application form or by letter giving the same in­ 
formation, and the application shall be accompanied by the sum of 
Fiftv Dollars ($50.00) as a connection fee.

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actual cost is greater than estimated, the applicant shall promptly 
pay the difference to the District. If the actual cost is less, the 
difference shall be refunded. After completion of the special ser­ 
vice, connection shall be made by the applicant at such time and 
manner as prescribed by the Manager. 
4.4. Payment for Previous Service. An application will not be 
honored unless payment in full has been made for water service 
previously rendered to the applicant by the District. 
4.5. Size and Location. The District reserves the right to 
determine the size of service connections and their location with 
respect to the boundaries of the premises to be served. The laying 
of consumer’s pipeline to the curb should not be done until the 
location of the service connection has been approved by the 
Manager. 
4.6. Curb Cock. Every service connection installed by the 
District shall be equipped with a curb cock. The curb cock is in­ 
tended for the exclusive use of the District in controlling the water 
supply through the service connection pipe. If the curb cock is 
damaged by the consumer’s use to an extent requiring 
replacement, such replacement shall be at the consumer’s ex­ 
pense. 
4.7. Domestic and Commercial Service. It shall be unlawful to 
maintain a connection except in conformity with the following 
rules: 
(a) Separate Building. Each house or building under separate 
ownership shall be provided with a separate service connection. 
Two or more houses under one ownership and on the same lot or 
parcel of land may be supplied through the same service con­ 
nection. However, the Board reserves the right to limit the number 
of houses or the area of land under one ownership to be supplied by 
one service connection. 
(b) Single Connection. Not more than one service connection 
for domestic or commercial supply shall be installed for one 
building, except with the approval of the Manager when more than 
one service connection is necessary to provide an adequate water 
supply. 
(c) Different Owners. A service connection shall not be used to 
supply adjoining property of a different owner or to supply 
property of the same owner across a street or alley. 
4.8. Service Connections. The service connections extending 
from the water main to the curb cock shall be maintained 
4he 
District. All pipes and fixtures extending or lying beyon^Alie curb 
cock shall be installed and maintained by the owner of Upe property 
pursuant to such regulation as the Manager may preMnbe. 
ARTICLE 5. APPLICATION FOR EXTENSION 
OF WATER SYSTEM 
5.1. Application. Any owner of one or more Jots or parcels or 
subdivider of a tract of land, desiring the extension of the 
system to serve such property, shall make a written applicati 
therefor to the District, said application to ^contain the 
description of the property to be served and pny additional 
formation which may be required by the District, a 
companied by a map showing the location of 
nr ~pnerTcon­ 
nections. If the property to be served is a subdivision, the ap­ 
plication shall state the name and tract number and slial! be ac­ 
companied by a copy of the final subdivision map and of the plans 
and specifications for the proposed improvements. 
5.2. Investigation. Upon receipt of the application, the Manager 
shall make an investigation and survey of the proposed extension 
and shall report his findings to the Engineer, who shall submit a 
report thereon including the estimated coat thereof to the Board. 
5.3. Ruling. The Board shall thereupon consider such ap­ 
plication and report, and after such consideration, reject the ap­ 
plication or approve it with such modifications and conditions as 
the Board may require. 
5.4. Construction of Extension. Construction of such extension 
shall be in accordance with the Board’s approval thereof and 
pursuant to plans and specifications approved by the engineer. 
5.5 Conditions Precedent to Construction. Construction shall 
not commence until mutually satisfactory arrangements have been 
made between the District and the applicant covering (I) how such 
construction shall be financed, (2) whether the District or the 
applicant shall be responsible for construction, and (3) the transfer 
of ownership of the extension to the District. 
5.6. Supervision and Inspection of Construction. Whether the 
District or the applicant is responsible for construction, con­ 
struction shall be supervised and inspected by the District to assure 
compliance with the approved plans and specifications. 
ARTICLE 6. GENERAL USE REGULATIONS 
6.1. Water Waste. No customer shall knowingly permit leaks or 
waste of water. Where water is wastefully or negligently used on a 
customer’s premises the District may discontinue service if such 
conditions are not corrected within five (5) days after giving the 
customer written notice. 
6.2. Equipment on Customer Premises. Water service con­ 
nection facilities installed by the District on private property for 
the purpose of rendering water service shall remain the property of 
the District and may be maintained, replaced or repaired by the 
District without consent or interference of the owner or occupant of 
the property. The property owner shall use reasonable care in the 
protection of the facilities. No payment shall be made for placing or 
maintaining said facilities on private property. 
6.3. Damage to Water System Facilities. The customer shall be 
liable for any damage to the water system facilities when such 
damage is from causes originating on his premises or by an act of 
the customer or his tenants, agents, employees, contractors, 
licensees or permittees. 
6.4. Ground-Wire Attachments. No person shall attach any 
ground-wire or wires to any plumbing which is or may be connected 
to a service connection or main belonging to the District. The 
District will hold the customer liable for any damage to its property 
occasioned by such ground-wire attachments. 
6.5. Control Valve on the Customer’s Property. The customer 
shall provide a valve on his property to control the flow of water to 
the piping on his premises. The customer shall not use the service 
curb stop to turn water on and off for his convenience. 
6.6. Back Flow Protective Devices. Back flow protective 
devices shall be installed by the customer as near the service as 
possible and shall be open to test and inspection by the District. 
Plans for installation of back flow protective devices shall be ap­ 
proved by the District prior to installation. 
6.7. Relief Valves. As a protection to the customer’s plumbing 
system, a suitable pressure relief valve shall be installed and 
maintained by him, at his expense, when check valve or other 
protective devices are used. The relief valve shall be installed 
between the check valves and the water heater. 
ARTICLE 7. BILLING 
7.1. Billing Period. The regular billing period shall be monthly 
or bi-monthly at the option of the District. 
7.2. Opening and Closing Bills. Opening and closing bills for less 
than the normal billing period shall be prorated, except that if the 
total period for which service is rendered is less than one month, 
the bill shall not be less than the monthly minimum charge ap­ 
plicable. At the customer’s request, closing bills may be estimated 
by the Manager for the final period to permit the customer to pay 
the dosing bill at the time service to said customer is discontinued 
7.3. Water Charges. Water charges are payable at the office of 
the District and are delinquent 20 days after the Post Office can­ 
cellation date of the mailed billing. Upon such delinquency the 
District shall give notice of such delinquency in the U. S. Mail, 
postage prepaid, respectively to the customer and to the occupant 
at the premises with respect to which the delinquency has oc­ 
curred. Service may be discontinued without further notice if the 
delinquency is not cured by the tenth day after the day of mailing 
such notice. Failure to receive a bill does not relieve the customer 
of liability to pay for water service. 


7.4. Payment of Bills. On each delinquency notice for water 
service rendered by the District shall be printed substantially the 
following: ‘This bill is now delinquent. If it is not paid within ten 
(10) days after the Post Office cancellation date of this card, ser­ 
vice may be discontinued. A reconnection charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15.00) and penalties will be made and collected prior to renewing 
service following such discontinuance." 
7.5. Penalty. Rates and charges which are not paid on or before 
the tenth day after mailing the delinquency notice shall be subject 
to a penalty of ten percent (io percent) and thereafter shall be 
subject to a further penalty of two percent (2 percent) per month on 
the first day of each month following. 
7.6. Actions to Enforce Payment. Any amount due for water 
service shall be deemed a debt to the District, and any person 
failing, neglecting or refusing to pay said indebtedness shall be 


liable to an action in the name of the District in any court of com­ 
petent jurisdiction for the amount thereof. Defendant shall pay all 
costs of suit, including a reasonable attorney’s fee, in any such 
court action if judgment is rendered in favor of the District. 
7.7. Consumer’s Guarantee. The water delivery charge begins 
when a service connection is installed and the curb stop opened 
Before water is turned on by the District for any purpose whatever, 
the applicant shall sign the application. The applicant shall be 
liable for water used until the District is notified in writing to 
discontinue service or to transfer the account to another customer. 
7.8. Water Used Without Application Being Made. A person 
taking possession of premises and using water thereon from the 
water system without having made application to the District for 
water service shall be liable to pay for such water use the same as 
if application had been filed plus a penalty of Fifty Dollars ($50 00). 
If proper application for water service is not made upon 
notification to do so by the District and if accumulated bills for 
service are not paid immediately, the service may be discontinued 
by the District without further notice. 
ARTICLE 8 DISCONTINUANCE OF SERVICE 
8.1. Nonpayment. Service may be discontinued for nonpayment 
of bills as required by Article 7 and the Board shall add to the said 
delinquent account the sum of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the 
cost of shutting off the water. 
8.2. Unsafe Apparatus. Water service may be refused or 
discontinued to any premises where apparatus or appliances are in 
use which might endanger or disturb the service to other 
customers. 
8.3. Cross-Connections. Water service may be refused or 
discontinued to any premises where there exists a cross-connection 
in violation of State, federal or local regulations. 
8.4. Fraud or Abuse. Service may be discontinued if necessary 
to protect the District against fraud or abuse. 
8.5. Noncompliance with Regulations. Service may be 
discontinued for noncompliance with this or any other ordinance or 
regulation relating to the water service. A reconnection charge of 
Fifteen Dollars ($15.00), plus full payment of delinquent charges 
and penalties, shall be paid by the customer. 
8.6. Disconnection and Reconnection Charges. Upon discon­ 
tinuance of service for any of the above reasons, there shall be a 
charge of Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) to cover the cost of shutting off 
the water. 
8.7. Voluntary Discontinuance Upon Vacating Premises. 
Customers desiring to discontinue service shall so notify the 
District two (2) days prior to vacating the premises and such notice 
shall be accompanied by a turn-off charge of Fifteen Dollars 
($15*00) and unless discontinuance of service is ordered, the 
mer shall be liable for charges whether or not any water is 
Service shall again be resumed upon application of the owner 
said property, or his authorized agent, upon payment of a $15.00 
turn-on fee.

ARTICLE 9. PUBLIC FIRE PROTECTION 
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9.3. Moving jtf Fire Hydrants. If a property owner or other 
party desires a cfynge in the size, type or location of a fire hydrant, 
he shall bear all cpsts of such changes, without refund. Any change 
in the location of g fire hydrant shall be approved by the proper 
authority. 
ARTICLE 10. PRIVATE FIRE PROTECTION SERVICE 
10.1. Payment of Cost. The applicant for private fire protection 
service shall pay the total actual cost of ins illation of the service 
from the distribution main to the custom* /’s premises, said in­ 
stallation to become the property of me District. On terms and 
conditions satisfactory to the District, it may agree to install the 
connection. 
10.2. No Connection to Other System. There shall be no con­ 
nections between such private fire protection system and any other 
water distribution system on the premises. 
10.3. Use. There shall be no water used through the fire 
protection service except to extinguish fires and for testing the fire 
fighting equipment. 
10.4. Monthly Rates. The monthly rates for private fire 
protection shall be established by the District upon receipt of ap­ 
plication. 
10.5. Water for Fire Storage Tanks. Occasionally water may be 
obtained from a private fire service for filling a tank connected 
with the fire service, but only if written permission specifying the 
water rates to be paid is secured from the District in advance. 
10.6. Violation of Agreement. If water is used from a private 
fire service in violation of the agreement or of these regulations, 
the District may, at its option, discontinue and remove the service. 
10.7. Rules. The following rules shall apply to fire service 
connections: 
(a) Valve. When a fire service connection is installed, the valve 
governing same shall be closed and sealed and rem ain so until a 
written order is received from the owner of the premises to have 
the water turned on. 
(b) Meter. If the District does not require a meter, and if water 
is used through a fire service connection for any other purpose than 
extinguishing of fires, it shall have the right to place a meter on the 
fire service connection at the owner’s expense, or shut off the entire 
water supply from such premises. 
(c) Additional Service. The District shall have the right to 
make a domestic cr commercial service connection from the fire 
service connection to supply the same premises as those to which 
the fire service connection belongs. The District shall also have the 
right to determine the proportion of the installation cost properly 
chargeable to each service connection, if such segregation of costs 
shall become necessary. 
(d) Check Valve. The District reserves the right to install on all 
fire service connections a check valve of a type approved by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, and to equip the same with a 
by-pass meter at the expense of the owner of the property. 
ARTICLE 11. TEMPORARY SERVICE 
11.1. Application, Connection Fee, and Estimated Cost. Every 
person desiring temporary service shall file an application ac­ 
companied by a non-refundable fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). If in 
the determination of the District the desired service may be 
provided without detriment to the District or any permanent 
customer thereof, the District shall make an estim ate of (a) the 
cost of installing and removing the facilities required to furnish the 
requested service, (b) the cost of water service for the expected 
duration thereof, and (c) the cost of repair of D istrict facilities 
which would be subject to damage by reason of the requested 
service. 
11.2. Deposit, Installation and Operation. Upon the applicant 
depositing the total of the above estimated costs plus ten percent 
(10 percent), the District shall install such facilities, which shall be 
operated in accordance with its instructions. 
11.3. Duration of Service. Temporary service connection shall 
be discontinued and terminated within six months after installation 
unless an extension of time is granted in writing by the District. 
11.4. Discontinuance of Service. Upon discontinuance of ser­ 
vice, the actual cost of installation and removal of the temporary 
facilities plus ten percent shall be determined along with the actual 
cost of the water service and the actual cost of repair of any 
damage to District facilities caused by the user of the temporary 
service and an appropriate adjustment thereof may be made by 
additional charge, refund or credit. 
ARTICLE 12. GENERAL PROVISIONS 
12.1. Words and Phrases For the purpose of thin ordinance, all 
words used herein in the present tense shall include the future; all 
words in the plural number shall include the singular number; and 
all words in the singular number shall include the plural number. 
12.2. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 
or phrase of this ordinance is for any reason held to be un­ 
constitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this ordinance. 
12.3. Pressure Conditions. All applicants for service con­ 
nections or water service for any purpose shall be required to 


accept such conditions of pressure and service as are provided by 
the water system at the location of the proposed service connection, 
and to hold the District and its officers, agents and employees 
harmless for any damages arising out of low pressure or high 
pressure conditions or interruptions in service. 
12.4. Maintenance of Water Pressure and Shutting Down for 
Emergency Repairs. The District shall not accept any respon­ 
sibility for the maintenance of pressure, and it reserves the right to 
discontinue service while making emergency repairs, etc. Con­ 
sumers dependent upon a continuous supply should provide 
emergency storage. 
12.5. Tampering with District Property No one except an 
employee or representative of the District shall at any time in any 
manner operate the curb cocks or valves, main cocks, gates or 
valves of the District’s system; or interfere with meters or their 
connections, street mains or other parts of the water system. 
12.6. Penalty for Violation. For the failure of the customer to 
comply with all or any part of these rules and regulations or any 
other resolution, ordinance or order fixing rates and charges of this 
District, a penalty for which has not hereafter been specifically 
fixed, the customer’s service shall be discontinued and the w ater 
shall not be supplied such customer until he shall have compiled 
with the rule or regulation, rate or charge which he has violated or, 
in the event that he cannot comply with said rule or regulation, 
until he shall have satisfied the District that in the future he will 
comply with all the rules and regulations established by the 
District and with all rates and charges of this District. In addition 
thereto he shall pay the District $15.00 for renewal and turn-on of 
his service. 
12.7. Ruling Final. All rulings of the Board shall be final. All 
rulings of the Manager shall be final unless appealed in writing to 
the Board within five (5) days. When there is an appeal to the 
Board, the Board’s ruling shall be final. 
12.8. Pools and Tanks. When an abnormally large quantity of 
water is desired for filling a swimming pool or for other purposes, 
arrangements shall be made with the District prior to taking such 
water. Permission to take water in unusual quantities will be given 
only if it can be safely delivered through the District’s facilities and 
if other consumers are not inconvenienced thereby. 
12.9. Damages Through Leaking Pipes and Fixtures. When 
turning on the water supply as requested and the house or property 
is vacant, the District will endeavor to ascertain if water is running 
on the inside of the building, and if such is found to be the case, the 
water will be left shut off at the curb cock. The District’s 
jurisdiction and responsibility ends at the property line and the 
District shall in no case be liable for damages occasioned by w ater 
running from open or faulty fixtures, or from broken or damaged 
pipes inside the property line. 
12.10. Damage to Meters. The Board reserves the right to set 
and maintain a meter on any service connection. The consumer 
shall be held liable for any damage to the meter due to his 
negligence or carelessness and in particular for damage caused by 
hot water or steam from the premises. 
12.11. Responsibility for Equipment. The customer shall, at his 
own risk and expense, furnish, install and keep in good and safe 
condition all equipment that may be required for receiving, con­ 
trolling, applying and utilizing water, and the District shall not be 
responsible for any loss or damage caused by the improper in­ 
stallation of such equipment, or the negligence or wrongful act of 
the customer or of any of his tenants, agents, employees, con­ 
tractors, licensees or permittees in installing, maintaining, 
operating or interfering with such equipment. 
ARTICLE 13. RATES

the property. The property owner shall use reasonable car e in the 
protection of the facilities. No payment shall be made for placing or 
maintaining said facilities on private property. 
6.3. Damage to Water System Facilities. The customer shall be 
liable for any damage to the water system facilities when such 
damage k from causes originating on his premises or by an act of 
the customer or hk tenants, agents, employees, contractors, 
licensees or permittees. 
6.4. Ground-Wire Attachments. No person shall attach any 
ground-wire or wires to any plumbing which k or may be connected 
to a service connection or main belonging to the District. The 
Dktrict will hold the customer liable for any damage to its property 
occasioned by such ground-wire attachments. 
6.5. Control Valve on the Customer’s Property. The customer 
shall provide a valve on hk property to control the flow of water to 
the piping on hk premises. The customer shall not use the service 
curb stop to turn water on and off for hk convenience. 
6.6. Back Flow Protective Devices. Back flow protective 
devices shall be installed by the customer as near the service as 
possible and shall be open to test and inspection by the Dktrict. 
Plans for installation of back flow protective devices shall be ap­ 
proved by the Dktrict prior to installation. 
6.7. Relief Valves. As a protection to the customer’s plumbing 
system, a suitable pressure relief valve shall be installed and 
maintained by him, at hk expense, when check valve or other 
protective devices are used. The relief valve shall be installed 
between the check valves and the water heater. 
ARTICLE 7 BILLING 
7.1. Billing Period. The regular billing period shall be monthly 
or bi-monthly at the option of the Dktrict.

11.1. Application, Connection Fee, and Estimated Coat. Every 
person deairing temporary service shall file an application ac­ 
companied by a non-refundable fee of Fifty Dollars ($60.09). II in 
the determination of the Dktrict the desired service may be 
provided without detriment to the Dktrict or any permanent , 
customer thereof, the Dktrict shall make an estimate of (a) the
